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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1 . A method of therapeutically treating a disease characterized by an 
amyloid deposit of Ap in a patient, comprising: 

administering a dosage of an AP peptide greater than 10 (ig and an adjuvant in 
a regime effective to induce an immune response comprising antibodies to the AP peptide, the 
adjuvant enhancing the immune response to the Ap peptide, and thereby therapeutically treat 
the disease in the patient. 

2. The method of claim 1 , wherein the dose of the Ap peptide 
administered to the patient is at least 20 jig. 

3 . The method of claim 1 , wherein the dose of the Ap peptide 
administered to the patient is at least 50 jig. 

4. The method of claim 1 , wherein the dose of the Ap peptide 
administered to the patient is at least 100 ng. 

5. The method of claim 1 , wherein the patient is a human. 

6. The method of claim 1, wherein the disease is Alzheimer's disease.
